perished. Mr. Mivarr exposes the falla- 
cy in this chosen case, by showing that 
many species ought to have developed 
this lnng-necked pecniiarity, and several 
forms simular to the giratie ought to be in 
existence. 

The beautiful formation of the perfect 
eye,and the wonderful cons tructioa of 
the human ear, require the co-operation 
of such a number of parts, that any single 
variation would be useless unless accom- 
panied hy corresponding variations in all 
the parts concerned. And the improba- 
bility ot that taking place through the 
operation of Natural Selection is as great 
as to expect to obtain a perfect poem by 
shaking letiers out of a box. 

Furthermore, this theory asserts that a 
single slight variation is all that is needed 
for the origin of a new species. A mo 
ment's consideration shows bow untenable 
such a position is; for it a white man were 
wrecked upon an island inhabited by 
negroes, how long,according to the Darwin- 
ian theory, would ittake for all the inhab- 
itants to become white? 

Upon all the other objections to Mr- 
Darwin's theory this book will be found 
equally tull and satisfactory. The bearing 
of the general theory of evolution upon 
the Christian faith is of course unimpor- 
tant. “Derivative Creation,” says Mr. 
MIvVABT, “is not a supernatural act, but is 
simply the divine action by and through 
natural laws.” And the early fathers of the 
church are quoted as showing that there is 
nothing, either in authority or reason, that 
makes evolution repuguant to Christianity, 
or anything in the Christian doctrine of 
creation which ts repugnant to the theory 
of evolution.

A little catalogue of historical fiction, 
lor gratuitous distribution to the frequent~ 
ers of the library, 1s the latest instance of 
their application of some of the highest 
principles of social science. This cata- 
jogue has been devised as an unobtrusive 
guide to works of more lasting value, to 
stimulate the curiosity of the reader, and 
to induce him, by historical study, to sep- 
arate thetrue trom the fictitious. The im; 
portant events in different countries, in 
chronological order, with the writers who 
have, treated of them and the titles of 
their books, are he re presented. 

They manifest an equal desire to pro-

The Cat asa Deck- Huster. 
The siege of Paris directed the earnest 
attention of French philosophers to the cat. 
While the ulace feasted upon poor puss, 
the philosophers etudied her history and 
isdulged in pretty theories. Rr 
Jus before the Commune hoisted the re 
flag, read a paper before the Academy of 
Sciences, on the origin of the cat. One of 
the favorite eports of old Egypt was the 
chase of aquatic fowls, which was carried 
on, not only on the lakes of the Delta, 
but in every part of the country, on the 
canals and reservoirs, called mavo, which 
intersected it in every direction, and on 
the marshes, ealled pehoo, which were kept 
for the rearing of cattle. There were two 
ways of conducting the sport—either with 
a large net or by casting a stick, resembling 
the Australian boomerang, at the flying 
bird. People of distinction adomed the 
latter method, as it required a greater dis- 
play of strength and skill. The Egyptians 
carried trained cats with them in their boat: 
which retrieved the dead and wounded 
birds which fell into the water. 
Egyptians, according to the researches of 
M. Lenormant, were the only people of an- 
tiquity that trained the cat to such services; 
and they first domegticated the cat, making 
a sacred animal of it. This is a curious 
history, and itis pregnant with suggestions 
to the modern sportsman. If the Egyp- 
tians trained cats to retrieve aquatic birds, 
why cannot we dothe same? Just fanc 
a sportsman going out to shoot ducks wi 
a brace of trained cats at his heels! The 
day dawns for puss; if the French phil oso- 
pher is right, she may again become a sa- 
cred instead of a much abused animal.

HORSE-FLESH. 


A Coming Revolution in Food, 
We have been for some years familiar 
with the fact, saysa writer in Good Health, 
that in France, as well as Belgium, there 
are reguar markets tor the sale of horse- 
flesh. A few years ago, a grand banquet 
was given bythe director of the veterinary 
school at Alfort, near Paris, for the pur- 
— of demonstrating the value of horse 

esh as an article of food; and, in order to 
give a fair trial, beside each dish of * 

ith 
the exception of the director, nove ot the 
distinguished guests the first men of the 
city—had ever partaken of this new food. 
The animal which furnished the specimens 
was an old horse, 23 years old, paralyzed 
in hishind quarters, and, therefore, thoagh 
in other respects quite healthy, and very 
fat, not likely to furnish such good eating 
as a young and more tender one. The 
verdict in regard to the soup was unani- 
mously in favor of the horse-flesh. It was 
declared to be of the same taste as the 
beef soup, but richer, stronger, more jela- 
tinous, and more capable of concentra- 
tion. “The banquet closed with a fine 
fat, thick fillet of horse, larded and dressed 
like venison; it was triumphantly welcom- 
ed, and voted superexcelleut; it was tender, 
juicy, high-flavored, more ‘delicate and 
meltin n venison, more gamy than 
beef. was unanimously pronounced to
